Few Bodies in Sight. 


Nearby Villages Show the 
Scars of Gunfire.

on the allies’ left wing over which 
terrible combats in the past week 
have been fought, present a scene of 
desolation. All the troops have de- 
Parted, following on the heels of the 
fleeing Germans. Most of the dead 
already have been buried, but here 
and there small groups of three or 
four lay together awaiting interment. 

Virtually all the wounded, whether 
French, British or German, have re- 
ceived treatment. . 

Along the banks of the Marne evi- 
dences of severe artillery fire are vis- 
ible everywhere. Some parts, looking 
as though they were plowed 
trenches abandoned by the Germans, 
were excellently planned, but shells 
bursting overhead caused hundreds 
of casualties. All over the fields are 
fresh heaps of earth, where soldiers 
were buried. The officers were in- 
terred separately, their graves bear- 
ing their names and in some cases 
decorated with flowers. All about are 
battered helmets, broken rifles, bayo- 
nets, swords, belts and haversacks. 
DAMAGE TO HOMES. 

In the near-by villages, houses have 
been greatly damaged; many bear 
bullet and shell marks; doors and 
windows have been broken; branches 
of trees have been lopped off by 
shells, and scarred by rifle shots. 

In the River Marne, which the Ger- 
mans made heroic efforts to cross 
many times, but were always beaten 
back by the overwhelming French ar- 
tillery, bodies occasionally come to 
the surface. The country people, al- 
most prostrated by the ruin which 
has been wrought, are gradually re- 
turning to their homes from which 
even today could occasionally be 
heard the far distant firing of ma- 
chine guns and field artillery. 

No civilians or correspondents are 
permitted to approach anywhere near 
the reserve firing lines of the pur- 
suing British and French troops.

EIGHT OF KAR 


RESCUED IN THE ARCTIC. 


Wok s CREW 


Sept. 13.—Eight 
W white men and an Eskimo fam- 

ily, survivors of the wrecked 
Canadian - exploring ship Karluk, are 
safe aboard the revenue cutter Bear 
after being maronned on frozen 
Wrangell Island since last January. A 
relayed wireless dispatch from the 
Bear, received here tonight, said she 
was due at Nome, Alaska, today. 

The dispatch told of the death of 
three of the explorers on the island: 
George 8. Malloch, geologist; Bjarne 
Mamen, assistant topographer, and 


John Brady, seaman, believed to have 


been George Breddy. 

Capt. Cochran’s report said: 

“Bear is now returning to Nome 
with the following members of the 
Canadian Arctic expedition: Munro, 
Williamson, McKinley, Hadley, Ohaf, 
Templeman, Williams, Maurer, 
kimo family. 

“All doing well under care of the 
surgeon. Will arrive Nome Sunday. 

“Party was rescued by schooner 
Wing and Wing on September 7. 
Transferred to Bear September 8, lati- 
tude 69 degrees, 55 minutes north, 
longitude 175 degrees, 30 minutes 
west. 


“Malloch and Mamen died of 
nephritis, Brady accidentally shot. 
There are missing eight persons, who 
never reached Wrangell Island. The 
Bear reached within twelve miles of 
Herald Island. Clear wet here and 
heavy ice. Unable to land on the 
island, but no signs of life.” 

CANADIAN EXPEDITION. 

The Karluk was a part of an Aro- 
tic expedition sent out by the Cana- 
dian government under Vilhjalmar 
Stefansson. There were twenty-three 
white men aboard her. Capt. Robert 
Steffensson and elevtn others reached 
Wrangell Island, but eight have never 
been heard from. Bartlett with three 
companions went ashore near Point 
Barrow when the Karluk was  car- 
ried out to sea by the ice. They made 
their way to Collinson’s Point, carry- 
ing word of the vessel's plight to the 
outside world. 

The Bear was sent north from Nome 

in July, as soon as she could make 
her way through the ice, to pick up 
the marooned explorers. It was 
thought that the party had plenty of 
food and would not suffer greatly 
while awaiting rescue. Until early in 
July it was believed that all of the 
Karluk’s crew had found safety on 
Wrangell Island. Then it was learned 
that two parties of four had not 
joined the others. The missing were: 
Henry Beuchat, Paris, anthropologist; 
Allister Forbes Mackay, Edinburgh, 
surgeon: L. Murray Foxfield,,. 
Eng., oceanographer; Alexander An- 
derson, second officer Charles Bart- 
lett and Seamon John Brady, Archi- 
bald King and Thomas Morris, 


These biographies were prepared 
for The Associated Press just before 
the Karluk left Nome in the summer 
of 1918. 

George Stewart Malloch, geologist, 
was born at Hamilton, Ont, July 22, 
1879, and was educated in the pub- 
lic schools there. He entered Queen's 
University of Kingston, Ont., in 1898 
and graduated in 1902. He then took 
a four-year course in the School of 
Mining at the same university. Part 
of that time he was engaged on the 

geological survey of Canada. Mal- 
loch spent 1907-8 in an exhaustive 
examination of the coal lands of Al- 
berta, and in 1909 made a recon- 
naissance of the Frazer River between 
Port George and Tete Jaune cache, 
British Columbia. During 1910 he 
was for one field season in charge 
of topographical work at Stewart, B. 
Cc. During 1911-12 he made a thor-

Keena River, British Columbia. He 
then took a post-graduate course at 
Yale and last year joined the 
Stenfansson expedition as chief of 
geological and topographical work of 
the northern division.

Bjarne Mamen, topographer, the 
youngest man in the Stefansson ex- 
pedition, was born at Frederikehald, 
Norway, April 6, 1891. He attended 
school there and at Christiania, At 
the age of 15 he took up the study 
of forestry, studying also geology and 
surveying. In 1912 he was first as- 
sistant topographer of the Norwegian 
Spitzenbergen expedition. The speci- 
mens he collected are in the govern- 
ment museum at Christianiad He 
came to British Columbia in 1912 to 
take up the study of forestry and 
when the Stefansson expedition was 
organized Mamen applied to 
Stefansson for a position as topogra- 
pher, without pay. Stefansson ac- 
cepted the terms promptly.

AT BOYLE HEIGHTS. 


At the Boyle Heights Methodist 
Episcopal Church Rev. W. E. Tilroe, 
D.D., preached a war sermon on the 
subject, The Christ and the Crowd.” 
He said in part: 

“At no age of the world as just 
now has a man meant so little and 
men so much. At no time have there 
been s0 many people. We are sav- 
ing the babies and postponing death. 
The journey from cradle to grave 
was never so long or the road 80 
crowded. To think at all we must 
think of men. The city, the nation, 
the race, are the wards we conjure 
with. At no time did we ever know 
many people. Robinson 
thought his man, Friday, a wonder- 
ful affair. There was a world full 
of folks, but he could not get at 
them. We get at them. People say 
the world is getting worse simply 
because they know more of their 
neighbors. It is an age of aggrega- 
tion. The little tribes are welded 
into great nations. There may soon 
be no Belgium, no Holland, no 
Switzerland, no Scandinavia, as there 
is no Poland. The little business is 
small, but may wind up in the trust. 
The laborer acts through his union. 
People say truly we live in an age 
of culture, of wealth, of materialism, 
of machinery, of democracy. With 
equal truth we live in an age of the 
crowd. We think of men rather than 
of a man. 

“Thus we can see why’ the world 
It was never so 
big. One man counts for so little. 
It takes so long to get other men 
to see our way. The way of the 
third man may be just as good. All 
the while each of us must be at work 
for his living. So 4,000,000 men are 
at killing each other and 1,400,000,000 
of us look on =>helpless. So the 
wealth of the world is controlled by 
less than 100 men. So 100 men likely 
determine the politica of the earth. 
The age of the crowd is a real and 
tremendous problem. 

“Here is found the force of the 
text. There is a Christ of the crowd. 
Long centuries ago He saw the multi- 
tudes and the world may hope He 
looked upon the multitudes in 
bondage and late enough, but surely 
they went free. He looked upon the 
multitudes trodden under foot of 
kings and everywhere they rush and 

the scepter. He looked upon 
the multitudes and women and chil- 
dren came to bless His name. Ile 
looked upon the multitudes and the 
sons of toil began to unbend from 
the burden. He looked upon the 
multitudes and intemperance, and 
greed, and lust grew red in face and 
ran. Every evil on the planet has 
the best of reason to fear this mighty 
Christ of the crowd. It is worth our 
while to sit at His feet. 

“This Christ of the crowd 

at His task under no {fllusions. It 
is ours to live under clouds of the 
doubtful and unknown all our lives. 
The work of the world is done in 
the fog and is seen through a mist 
of tears. But the Christ of the 
crowd has all the treasures of wis- 
dom and kriowledge. He knows the 
future. He is a realer of minds. 
With Him no hope blackens into 
despair. He reigns until all enemies 
are under His feet. We may well 
take great courage. 
“This Christ of the crowd goes at 
His task with His heart. He sees 
the multitudes with compassion. He 
gives His sympathy where it is not 
expected. The Jews as a people were 
healthy, were wealthy, were wise, 
were white, above all peoples of the 
easth. Yet this mighty Teacher who 
knew, saw that which saddened Him: 
They were as sheep without a shep- 
herd and that was pitiful. To be 
without God in the world was trou- 
ble beyond all poverty, all disease, all 
disappointment and all death. That 
there is a Christ who shoulders all 
burdens is joy for men. 

‘This Christ of the crowd, know- 
ing all and feeling so deeply calls 
men first to prayer. Men say 
economics, legislation, ethics, phi- 
lanthropy, will cure the ills of the 
world. The Christ of the crowd says 
the cure is prayer. ‘Pray ye to the 
Lord of the harvest.“ When the 
armies in France get into contact as 
they say something happens and the 
world has news. Contact with God 
alone brings life and action, and 
prayer is contact with God. This 
Christ of the crowd garments men 
with omnipotence and their night is 
day.”

“A wise general always makes a 
Teconnoiter before going into battle. 
I want, therefore, to survey with you 
the strength of the enemy against 
which we, as individuals and as a 
church, must contend the coming 
year. Nothing could better describe 
our enemy than the phrase of the 
old English prayer book, ‘the world, 
the flesh and the devil.’ 

“What is meant by the world? We 
sometimes speak of certain things as 
worldly and condemn all people who 
indulge in them, But worldliness is 
not a standard so much as it is an 
atmosphere or temper. It is in reality 
the spirit which sin has put into 
human life around us, and which, 
unless we fight it strenuously, will 
easily come to master and stray us. 
Some call it secularity. Give it what 
name you will, its tendency is to flat- 
ten and deteriorate, drawing our 
lives away from all high ideals and 
them to the sensual] and ma- 


“This temper was never so strong 
and dominant as in the age in which 
we are now living. Luxury, fashion, 
love of pleasure, the rush for wealth 
are all such mighty forces today that 
they will be sure to horizontalize our 
lives and make them secular, ignoble 
and even base, unless we resist them 
with all the power of our being. 

“What is the flesh? 4 London 
preacher recently defined it by spell- 
ing the word backward, first leaving 
off the last letter, which he said was, 
afterall, only an aspirant or breath- 
ing. In other words, the flesh is 
one’s own self; of course, our lower, 
baser self. Within us all is an evil, 
sordid nature, which if yielded to 
will drag us down to the lowest 
levels. 

“The sooner a man estimates the 
strength of this lower self and ar- 
rays all the powers of his higher 
nature against it, the surer is he to 
resist and conquer it. 

“The devil. What is it that makes 
him so formidable a foe? ‘There 
are many characterizations of the 
devil, but none more illuminating, I 
venture to think, than St. Paul's ref- 
erence to him as ‘the prince of the 
power of the air.” That suggests his 
extreme gubtiety, his indirect, in- 
definite, intangible methods. He 
works as in the air. His power is 
the dynamic of temperatures. 
is a prince among spirits. God's 
method of approaching and influenc- 
ing us is spiritual. It is through the 
Holy Spirit that He deals with us 
and the Spirit’s operation is always 
uplifting and sanctifying. The devil 
plagiarizes God's method and ap- 
proaches us also through spiritual 
agencies, and all his advances are 80 
planned as to pull us down, to de- 
base and vitiate our spiritual natures. 

“Such is the strength of the enemy 
—three foes in league against us— 
the first an adverse temper, the sec- 
ond a downward tendency, the third 
a subtle tempter, and all bent upon 
dropping our spiritual natures to 
lower levels.”

Dean MacCormack, of St. Paul's 
Pro-Cathedral, preached yesterday

“When the Master said consider, — 
meant that we were to observe. e 
was teaching his theological class the 
necessity of cultivating even in early 
religion the art of observation. 

“We miss a lot when we don't keep 
our eyes open. If some people cpened 
their eyes as wide as they do their 
mouth, they would be a lot better off. 
It is significant that the divine Teacher 
should single out a little flower grow- 
ing wild without care and cultivation 
by the way side. 

“There were so many other things 
that He might have talked about. 
There were great and beautiful build- 
ings that exhibited the highest graces 
of the genius of the architect. There 
were great mountains within the vision 
ef the eye that seemed to lift their 
giants heads unto the blue sky above 
There was the calm, placid surface of 
the lake of Galilee,. covered with its 
fleet of merchant marine that were 
laden with the riches of the day, but 
He chose to talk about a little wild 
flower that was growing in the hedge 
by the roadside. . 

“He didn’t talk about its beauty. He 
didn't rave over the exquisite hue and 
tint of its marvelous color. He didn’t 
talk about the sweetness of its frag- 
rant perfume. The cne thing that 
appealed to Him was its growth. 

Observe, He said, .the lilies of the 
field how they grow. Well we ask 
how did they grow? This is the ans- 
wer. They toil not neither do they 
spin. That is, they don't labor. They 
don't harass, fret themselves about 
what they are to put on. What style 
it is to be. That is absolutely elimi- 
nated, They toil not, neither do they 
spin. 

“Scme one will ask me how do they 
realize the result that won this 
wonderful word of approval. Well, 
they just absorb the virtues and pow- 
ers about them. Their roots drink 
in the fertility of the soil. Their 
their 
pores the moisture of the atmos- 
phere. The beautiful cups catch the 
dew as it is distilled from the heaven 
above them, and as a result, even 
Solemn in all his glory was not ar- 
rayed like one of these. 

“We have here, I am satisfied, the 
rationale of salvation. It says to us: 
Stop your struggles to be saved, be 
still and see the salvation of God. 
You are living in a spiritual universe 
that abounds with forces and facts 
of infinite value. There is the for- 
giveness of sin. There is the refresh- 
ment of Hcly Communion. There is 
the uplift of prayer. There is the 
comfort of the divine presence. These 
things are yours, take them and 
be what God wished you to be. Be 
wise, observe the lilies of the field 
how they grow.”

REV. D. F HOWE. 
WESTLAKE M. E. CHURCH. 


TRUE CHRISTIANITY 16 AN 
PRINCIPLE, NOT AM OUTWARD 


Rev. D. F. Howe of the Westlake 
M. E. Church preached yesterday 
from John iv:13-14. The sermon was 
a strong plea for Christianity as an 
inner principle, not an outward form; 
an inspiration, not a prescription. 

“As the spirit of music in the mas- 
ter musician enables him delightfully 
to improvise, so the spirit of Christ 
within will find beutiful and helpful 
expression on all occasions. 

Thus it was with Jesus. In what 
an impromptu way did he speak his 
matchless words. He had no ar- 
ranged formal, dry as dust, theologi- 
cal system to be imposed on people 
from without. He talked to the heart 
about God the Father; made the lilies 
and the birds speak. He spake as 
the Spirit of the Father spake within 
Him. He told His messengers that 
when arraigned before kings they 
should not premeditate a defense; 
that in that hour it should be given 
them what to say. 

“He knew that the simple testi- 
mony of the heart was a far better 
defense. for Christianity than a for- 
mal discourse. A heart testimony 
backed by a good life beats all pon- 
derous argument. He taught men 
that true religion was a principle of 
life in the soul, springing up like a 
fountain. He appealed to the con- 
science and the reason of man. He 
never tried to fit a strait-jacket of 
external forms on humanity. 

He utterly refused to comply with 
the ceremonies of the dead church 
of his day. Fastings, ablutions and 
man-made laws for Sabbath observ- 
ance he utterly repudiated. He de- 
clared that real religion is love to God 
and to man; and that where that is 
lacking, all outer religious forms are 
a hideous mockery in the sight of 
God. Because of this position the 
formal church of his day killed him. 
It was the church that crucified 
Jesus. 

“A church gone to seed in forms 
and dominated by a bigoted leader- 
ship. And Jesus is still ng cruci- 
fied wherever external for are sub- 
stituted for the inner principle of love 
for God and for humanity.”

DRINKING OF ALCOHOL IS RU 

@PPORTING STRENGTH with 
WEAKNESS. 

Rev. W. O. Fisher of the Harvard 
Heights United Presbyterian Church 
used as his text yesterday morning 
Esther 1:8; “The drinking was ac- 
cording to the law.” He said in part: 

“At an early date the Persians had 
a reputation for sobriety. This repu- 
tation they lost, through excess. At 
the time of Ahasuerus they were an 
intemperate people. The King, by 
virtue of his office, was under obliga- 
tion to be drunk once a year, at the 
annual sacrifice to the great sun-god. 
The guests at the royal banquets were 
obliged to drink, lest they offend their 
King. This drinking was according 
to the law. 

“Drinking, whether it be according 
to the law or contrary to the law, is- 
unsafe. Alcohol makes of the man 
of resolute will a mere puppet, sup- 
plants strength wit) weakness, and 
makes of the sage a fool. This being 
true, how singular that in Christian 
America it is possible for a man to 
drink according to the law. A single 
legalized saloon is a blot upon the 
fair name of our republic; how much 
more 220,000 saloons. The 
which we pay annually in men, to say 
nothing of money, is 100,000 victims 
filling drunkards’ graves; 100,000 vic- 
tims in the gutter; 100,000 boys 
keep the number good; 200,000 wo- 
men robbed of that fair jewel of 
womanhood, virtue; 60,000 girls to fill 
the depleted ranks—80 to 86 per cent.

“Men claim the right to sell liquor 
because of their ‘personal liberty.’ 
The Supreme Court of the United 
States, in the Christensen case, twen- 
ty-three years ago, said: “There is no 
inherent right in a citizen to sell in- 
toxicating liquors by retail. It is not 
a privilege of a citizen of the State, 
or a citizen of the United States.’ 
From this judicial decision it is evi- 
dent that that right is conferred, and 
the power which conferred it has the 
right to withbold it. 

“Much is said in California today 
about the wine-grape industry. There 
are 330,000 acres of grape land in 
California. Of these 170,000 are pro- 
ducing wine grapes. The balance of 
this acreage is devoted to raisin 
grapes and table grapes. Figures 
show that they are more profitable to 
the producer than are the wine 
grapes. In fifty years the acreage of 
wine grapes in California has grown 
to 170,000. Cotton has been in Call- 
fornia but three years; its acreage to- 
day is 80,000. The wine-grape pro- 
ducer is authority for the statement 
that wine grapes cannot be produced 
in years to come at a profit unless 
the opening of the Panama Canal 
brings cheaper labor than that of the 
Jap and the Hindu upon whom he is 
dependent today.”

FIRST CONGREGATIONAL 
FOR THE REALITY OF THF LAND OF 
HEART'S DESIRE WE MUST 
ON CHRIST'S INTEGRITY. 

At the morning service of the 
First Congregational Church Rev. 
Morris H. Turk, Ph. D., preached on 
the subject “The Land of Heart's 
Desire,” taking for his text the words 
of Jesus, “If it were not so I would 
have told you.” John xiv:2. He 
said in part: 

“From the fairyland of childhood 
to the wonderland of heaven is not 
a far cry. Children learn to build 
their castles in the air as early and 
as naturally as they learn to walk, 


an instinctive perception of the 
imperfection of the hard, realistie 
and often unjust world of reality, 
and an intuitive sense of need for the 
ideal. The moral implications of 
the child’s realm of fantasy are in- 
nocently prophetic of the sterner re- 
ligious idealism of later life. 

“One of the overlooked yet com- 
manding heroisms of unromantie 
middie life is the persistent, undis- 
couraged striving of the human heart 
to retain the sacred sentiments which 
were the glory and aspiration of 
youth. No toil is too taxing to drive 


away the chivalry of a man’s early 


years. . No duties, however monoto- 
nous, can still the song in a woman's 
heart where are yet enfolded the 
gentle ideals of life and love. There 
is something wonderful and heroic 
in the stubborn unwillingness of men 
and women to give over the sweet 
sentiments and ennobling visions 
which consecrated the early days. 
The human heart knows its need and 
no sacrifice is too great to retain the 
integrity and worthiness of life's 
holiest ideals, 

“The fulfillment of the heart's de- 
sires takes on a diviner meaning as 
the disciplines of life deepen its 
spiritual satisfactions. In the al- 
chemy of life’s unfolding the tran- 
sient desires of earth give way to 
the eternal desires of heaven. The 
culmination of the soul’s experience 
is found in the deep and divine de- 
sires of the soul for righteousness, 
peace and joy; for eternal life in fel- 
lowship with all the good and great; 
for an immortality of realized aspira- 
tions and achieved ideals. ö 

“Now for the reality of the land 
of heart's desire and for our cer- 
tainty in finding it, we can rely only 
on the integrity of the Christ. His 
disciples had strange, wonderful 
yearnings to go with Him to the 
wonderful world. Their holiest as- 
pirations were to reach that place 
where Jesus was going. Their great- 
est concern was in regard to the 
reality of the Father’s house, and 
the fulfillment of their deepest de- 
sire of immortal fellowship. Instinct- 
ively they felt the clear reality of 
these divine 
could they confirm or establish these 
aspirations, yet they knew the 
validity of them. To their anxious 
hearts, yearning for the fulfillment 
of high spiritual needs, conscious 
that earth and its failure demanded 
a heaven of blessedness—to their 
troubled spirits came the assuring 
words of Christ’s candor, ‘If it were

tion may inflict. Nothing else can 
stem the tide of society’s moral and 
spiritual decline. As in the individ- 
ual, so in the whole social o 5 
there is a tug downward which strong 
characters must and over 
against which they must erect new 
standards to which, by the power of 
high personality, they may rally oth- 
ers. The moral heroism of vfril faith 


is the supreme need of our shifting- 


times. 

Faith in God is always a venture. 
He makes no cold bargains with our 
selfishness. Dare to stand alone and 
you will find Him standing by you! I 
is all very well to ‘count the cost;’ 
but duty and honor and character 
are to be maintained—cost or no cost! 
When the German Chancellor asked 
the British Ambassador whether Eng- 
land had taken into account the con- 
sequences of her proposed defense of 
Belgium’s neutrality, the Ambassador 
replied that His Majesty’s govern- 
ment was not accustomed to halt at 
consequences when duty and honor 
were at e. . 

“This high challenge of faith is 
needed in the politics and statesman- 
ship of our times. We need men who 
believe that truth, justice and hon- 
esty will win; but who, if these should 
not win will accept defeat rather than 
join in the debauchery of themselves 
and the disgrace of the State. Polit- 
ical preferment is not the highest 
reward of righteousness. The best 
men are not always elected. The 
world still crucifies its redeemers. But 


ce! right principles are not ultimately de- 


feated and it is worth while to stand 
for these and wait the day of their 
triumph. 

“The same quality of faith is 
needed to challenge the practices of 
our business and commence. It is a 
common saying that the ethics of 
Jesus will not work in business. That 
one must play the game as it is 
played. That if one would achieve 
success he must have an elastic con- 
science. But men are coming to see 
that they are not bound to succeed 
at such a price. There is a tragedy 

so-called success. What shall it 
profit a man if he lose him- 
self?” A man’s children stand in 
greater need of the heritage of a 
father’s integrity than they do of the 
inheritance of his property. 

“During this terrible time of war 
certain masters of big business find 
the loopholes of international law, se- 
cure clearance for merchant ships 
loaded to the gunwales arms, 
ammunition and military stores for 
belligerent powers, while they 
chuckle over the profits wrung from 
human blood and gore. On Sundays 
they go to church and listen to pray- 
ers for peace and then on Monday

“This challenge of faith is of the 
essence of Chris ty.

LAW ENDANGERS THE 
STATE. 


The Commonwealth Club of San Fran- 
cisco, whose object is “to investigate and 
discuss problems affecting the welfare of 
the State, and to aid in their solution,” 
while maintaining an impartial attitude, has 
recently issued a report on the proposed 
eight-hour law in which both sides of the 
question are discussed. 

Those speaking in favor of the measure 
place their emphasis, on the statement that 
the eight-heur law would bring “justice to 
the employed.” It is strikingly noticeable 
that they do not in the least consider jus- 
tice for the employer, nor describe any in- 
justices suffered by the employed. 

G. H. Hecke, who presents the case from 
the farmers’ viewpoint, calls ‘attention to 
the fact that the value of California’s lead- 
ing agricultural products annually amounts 
to $371,770,668. He shows that the farmer 
must conform his labors to correspond with 
the work of Nature; that as Nature does not 
observe the eight-hour law, but goes on rip- 
ening fruit, tinting the harvests with gold, 
hatching chickens and “developing” cattle at 
all hours of the day and night, so the farmer 
must do the work necessary to keep up with 
Nature, whether it takes eight hours or four- 
teen hours—and if the farmer does not do 
so, he will sustain losses that knock all of 
the profits out of his investment. 

The proposed eight-hour law imposes 
not only a fine, but a jail sentence, for any 
violation. The heavy penalties would make 


it ruinous for the farmer to violate the law; 


and it would be ruinous during certain sea- 
son for him not to violate it. The result 
would be that every farmer in California

In response to those who say the labor 


efficiency would be increased by shortening 
the hours, it is pointed out that with the 
farmer it is not a case of doing as much as 
possible in a given length of time—it is a 
case of doing so much work as is necessary, 
no matter how long it may take. Granted 
that efficiency is increased by eight hours’ 
work, it is preposterous to suppose that any 
man can do in eight hours that which may 
necessitate ten hours or, during certain sea- 
sons, even twelve hours’ labor, because the 
work is “strung out“ by natural causes. 
Charles H. Bentley, who presents the 
fiewpoint of the manufacturer, calls atten- 
tion to the fact that there are many im- 
portant industries aside from those handling 
perishable products which would be seri- 
ously embarrassed by the proposed eight- 
hour law. “For example,” he says, “indus- 
tries which run continuously, like smelting. 
In such plants the fires burn day and night, 
year in and year out. The men work in 
three eight-hour shifts and are given a rest, 
or lay-off, at reasonable intervals as they 
individually request. The proposed law re- 
stricting labor to forty-eight hours in the 
week would complicate matters in the work 
for the seventh day of each week.. In lum- 
bering, where men go off into the woods for 
a season, tempted by the opportunities for 
overtime, they would find time heavy on 
their hands if they were laid off in the early 
afternoon. For the season they voluntarily 
give up the surroundings of town life and 
are apparently better for it.” | , 
Mr. Bentley also points out that labor 106 
always scarce during the harvesting season, 
and that farmers have difficulty in getting 
enough men to do the work, and so it would 
be infinitely more difficult if men could only 
work a few hours each day. Most of the 
California industries have to do with hay, 
grain, fruit, wine, beans, nuts, hops and 
other farm and orchard products which are 
largely harvested and handled during cer- 
tain seasons of the year. Those are neces- 
sarily rush seasons; and all the laws that 
the Progressives can propose will not infiu- 
ence the seasons in the slightest—the work 
must be done or the products will perish. It 


is out of the question to propose using more 


than one shift on a farm—as is done in cer- 
tain factories—because the lighting facill- 
ties forbid. | 

If the farmer suffers, the manufacturer 
who depends on the farmer’s products will 
suffer, and if both suffer, the entire State 


will be seriously affected. And that condi- 


tion will be established in California as 
surely as the Progressive-Socialist eight- 
hour law is adopted by the people of this 
State at the November election.

To obtain the extremely low tem- 
perature necessary to make the experiment 
a success the coil was immersed in liquid 
helium. The current was started in the 
wire by magnetic induction, the flow of elec- 
tricity persisting. it is declared, for four 
and one-half hours after the magnetic in- 
fluence was removed. It was stated that 
if the experiment had not been terminated 
when it was the current would probably 
have continued to flow indefinitely. 


Exploring Ocean’s Depths. 

[Popular Mechanics:] Marvelous stories 
are told of the work of the good ship Alba- 
tross, of 1000 tons displacement, built for 
the United States Fish Commission. The 
deepest haul which the Albatross ever made 
was from five and a half miles under seas. 
It ts found, however, that below a 
mile in depth fish are scarce and those from 
the deepest sea, where it is totally black 
night always, are often inky black, most of 
them being slafe colored. Some of these 
deep sea fish have phosphorescent lights 
about them, as if to light them on their 
way. They have strange, grotesque shapes. 
Perhaps they seem grotesque because they 
are strange. :

these groves of light and beauty. The tex- 
ture of much of the sea flora is far more 
delicate than rose leaves, light as an in- 
sect’s wing, fragile as butterflies. Yet they 
endure the constant pressure of the water, 
though far enough below the surface not to 
feel the roughness of the waves. The daz- 
zling white of the sand helps reflect the 
light, so that these shallower parts of the 
sea are blue or green with translucent 


color, which adds beauty to 
coarser weeds.
